To Take Standi Against the Saloon, 
and Demand Its Total 
Annihilation. 


THEY WILL 
ENTER POLITICS 


Political, From Center to Circum 
ference,but Non-Partisan—Will 
Fight Fire With Fire. 


T H E LECTURE A GREAT SUCCESS 


There was a splendid audience 
of 
representative citizens 
present 
last 
night at the First United Presbyterian 
church to m«'et Miss Eva 
Marshall 
Shontz, the talented platform speaker 
and advocate of clean and sober life. 
The seating capacity was ja c k e d and 
It was found necessary to introduce 
chairs in order to accommodate the 
people. 
There was a pleasing intro 
ductory of selections of song, 
after 
which Dr. J. C. Taggart lead in pray­ 
er, asking God's blessing on subject 
and speaker. 
E rnest Orr then intro­ 
duced Miss Shontz, who said, in part: 
“ Wendell Phillips called down the 
w rath of God upon the constitution of 
th e great state of M assachusetts be­ 
fore an immense audience. 
He was 
hissed to the echo for so doing. 
He 
repeated his rem arks in like manner, 
and again he was hissed. 
And, noth­ 
ing daunted, he then and there made 
a terrible arraignm ent of the sin of 
hum an slavery, the 
buying and sell­ 
ing of slaves and the use of 
blood 
hounds in holding them in bondage; 
and agaiu this heroic man called down 
God’s wrath upon the constitution of 
M assachusetts for perm itting such in­ 
famy; and he 
was applauded to the 
echo by the same audience which had 
bitterly hissed him a few minutes pre­ 
viously; and the applause never ceas­ 
ed, thank God. until the shackles were 
stricken from the limbs of four mill­ 
ions of slaves. 
“ My friends, let me say to you to­ 
night. in all charity and kindness, that 
God’s wrath is being called down upon 
this nation for the perpetration of 
a 
crim e far worse than human slavery. 
I stand here to arraign the states of 
New York, Indiana, Pennsylvania, Illi­ 
nois, Iowa, Ohio, and almost all the 
states of this great republic, for their 
ald and advocacy of the infamous liq­ 
uor traffic and of the saloon. They are 
bound, hand and foot, by the devil of 
the rum traffic. 
“ Young men and young women, this, 
th e cause of God and of hum anity; 
this, the battle against 
Ute 
sa ham, 
with all of its sin. crime and debauch­ 
ery, culls for volunteers, and I plead 
with you that you will enlist and do 
heroic service in the name of the Mas­ 
te r and for the 
sake of the helpless 
victims, mea, women and 
children, 
cursed by this awful demon of rum. 
“The saloon absolutely controls the 
sta te of Ohio from a political stand­ 
point. 
You know that this is a plain 
sta te m e n t of a plain fact. 
The saloon 
killed the ('lark bill at the dictation 
o f a member of Governor Nash's staff;
